Creeds are, in general, exclusiv e in pro­ 
portion to size; that is, (he longer a creed 
is the narrower. 
The first creed gener 
ally recognized by the church was the 
Apostle’s Creed, so called. 
1 his w as in 
325 at the Council of Nice, enlarged into 
the creed since called the Nieene. 
This 
enlargement was for the purpose of ex 
eluding the Aiiatis. 
It was at 
length 
unanimously agreed upon by the three 
hundred assembled bishops 
their unan­ 
imity perhaps being aided by the corn 
mand of the emperor that ev ery man 
must sign whether he wished to do so or

Thus was Constantine nearly a« 
successful in 
mak ing conv erts to

v iews, as was Charlemagne 500 years la 
ter, who conv erted 3,000 prisoners of war 
by merely telling them they musl be Imp 
Used or be hanged.
